Brought Unexpected Opportunities zo Secure Seed Stock 


The March sales brought before the cattle 
buying world the greatest opportunities of 
years. For the most part the cattle were 
purchased far below their values even at, 
present day levels. The month’s sales open- 
ed with the Iowa State Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders sale at Des Moines on Tuesday, 
March 15th, under the management of Sec- 
retary E. T. Davis, of Iowa City. The of- 
ferings from sixteen consignors were pre- 
sented in good form. The attendance which 
included men from Iowa, Missouri, Illinois, 
Nebraska, Minnesota and Wisconsin was not 
sufficiently large to consume the sixty lots 
at even a fair average. After the first ten 
or fifteen bulls found homes among 
breeders who desired certain animals 
and certain blood lines the other bulls 
went to breeders at just above market 
prices. The top for bulls was reached 
when W. A. Kirschbaum’s bull, Eli- 
dure Elect 441049, by Elidur El, a bull 
that had stood fourth in class at the 
Ak-Sar-Ben last fall sold to Sigler & 
Maynard, of IJndianola, Iowa, at 
$150.00. Again the same mark was 
reached when Elliott Brown, of Rose 
Hill, sold Excelsior Blackcap 9th by - 
Kixcelsior Marshall 3d to Frank L. 
Smith, of Newton. . Elliott scored sec- 
ond high with Revelba 449086, by 
Revolution 84th selling to G. W. Ryke, 
of Otley, Iowa, at $147.50. Miller 
Brothers of Newton, stood fourth 
with Erskine Baden 453975 a son of 
Even Baden 418564, that sold to 
Hill Brothers, of Earlham, Iowa, at 
$135.00. Twice the bidding went to 
$122.50 for young bulls when Arnold 
Anderson, of Frederic, Iowa, purchas- 
ed Eleric K. 442683 another Kirsch- 
baum bull by Elidur El 401244; and 
when Ray H. Cline, of Knoxville, sold 
his baby calf Ebbline by Pat 3d to Walter 
Brunswold, of Jackson, Minnesota. The top 
bulls were a very choice lot and should 
prove valuable assets for their purchasers. 
Several other bulls sold between this last 
figure and $90.00 per head. 

The demand for females was lacking al- 
most entirely. The thirteen head, most of 
which were young open heifers, sold at 
about $50.00 average, the top being reach- 
ed when the Boyd Weidlein entry Barbara 
Marshall 13th 444971, by Black Marshall 
21st went to G. W. Baker, of Leon, Iowa, at 
$95.00, he also took several other heifers at 
prices that will spell success for him in the 
future.

The Strathmore Sale. 


The second annual event from Strath- 
more opened a series of four sales begin- 
ning Tuesday, March 22d. The weather 
man took a hand in the making of bargains 
for buyers. One of the heaviest snows of 
the season fell, the day and night before, 
across eastern and southern Iowa blocking 
the highways and preventing many who 
were on the way from reaching the sale at 
all.

Worton, Maryland, some five miles out of 
Chestertown, in Kent county. Mr. L. Du 
Pont Copeland, member of the Du Pont 
family of Willmington, Delaware, is the 
owner of this estate which he proposes with 
the assistance of Mr. McGregor to develop 
into one of the finest stock farms in the 
east. It is the ambition of these gentlemen 
to populate Andelot with no less than two 
or three hundred head of the finest speci- 
mens of the breed. This fine estate is lo- 
cated on the east shore of Chesapeake bay. 
Mr. McGregor has had a wealth of exper- 
ience in the Aberdeen-Angus cattle busi- 
ness, having grown up with his father’s 
famous Glencarnock herd at Brandon, Mani- 
toba, and from there went to Briarcliff 
where for eight years he was vice-president 
and general manager. James D. McGregor 
is known the world over as one of the most 
prominent breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle in America and his sons have been 
prominently identified with the business 
since their youth.

Better Live Stock Day. 


During the past year economic conditions 
have forced many organizations to retrench, 
to curtail their business program and re- 
duce their social activities, but not so with 
the Aberdeen-Angus breeders of Geary and 
Dickinson counties, Kansas, at least insofar 
as their social activities are concerned. This 
determined group of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders has decided to go on with their 
annual program which has become widely 
known as “Better Live Stock Day.” 

The seventh annual program will be held 
Thursday, April 14, on the Oak Leaf Farms 
owned by A. E. Latzke & Son, and located 
about ten miles southwest of Junction City 
on U. S. Highway No. 77. Indications are 
that there will be on exhibition a larger and 
finer group of Aberdeen-Angus cattle than 
has been the case in any past year, yet 
those who have attended this event annual- 
ly have seen numerous calves develop from 
promising youngsters into popular cham- 
pions of the tan bark and as worthy sires 
and matrons in the breeding herds. 

As a special treat for the occasion, it has 
been decided to. offer one of these promis- 
ing champions on the auction block as a 
part of the afternoon program. A choicely 
bred heifer will be offered to the highest 
bidder of the day. 

Ralph Poland will sell a first class club 
steer, donating one-half the sale price to 
the arrangements commimttee to help de- 
fray the expenses. If the steer wins at any 
of the larger shows Ralph has agreed to 
give the other half of the proceeds to the 
boy or girl who shows him. Jimmy Hollin- 
ger proposes to give a fine heifer which will 
be auctioned off and the entire proceeds 
turned over to the committee. The little 
lady is known as Queen Eppy of Wheatland 
2d, was calved July 3, 1931, and is a daugh- 
ter of Blackbird Irenmere Lad 420122, who 
is by Irenmere 6th, the sire of so many of 
Hollinger’s show cattle, and she is out of 
Wheatland Bird Queen 382633 a grand- 
daughter of Blackcap Poe and her dam is a 
granddaughter of Black Woodlawn.

OR more than two millenniums the meat of the fes- 
tal and holiday seasons has been beef. The vogue 
of turkey in America dates from the first Thanks- 
giving, when the only bovines in little Plymouth 
Colony were kept for their milk, and when the only 
game of sufficient richness and delicacy was the 
wild woods turkey. Yet in spite of this impetus to 
popularity, turkey has never displaced the high 
ideal of the “Christmas roast” of beef, and the dating of the 
late fall live stock shows over the United States and Canada, 
with their tremendous exhibitions of primest bullocks, sup- 
plies the wherewithal each year for preservation of the tra- 
ditional custom. 

The relation of cattle to primitive religions and their 
high value as a sacrificial offering measure the esteem in 
which man held the ox at the dawn of historic record, per- 
haps better than any early expression on its desirability as 
human food. The tribal position of the patriarchs in Genesis 
was determined by their herds and flocks, while the myth- 
ology of the Semitic races, the Egyptians, and the Greeks 
was filled with references to cattle. The infant Mercury 
demonstrated the gods’ regard for beef when he drove fifty 
of Apollo’s cattle to a secluded spot and killed two of them, 
devouring them both at a single meal. Missing them, Apollo 
charged Mercury with their theft and hailed him before the 
“court” of Olympus for punishment. But Mercury, who had 
invented the lyre early on the morning of this gastronomic 
adventure, so charmed Apollo with the new instrument that 
he was granted pardon. 

Ulysses fared less favorably with Apollo. Although he 
had regard for the sacred character of the bovine species, 
during one of his absences Ulysses’ servant slew some of the 
cattle, to the amazement and terror of Ulysses’ household. 
The meat lowed when roasting on the spits; and the empty

skins writhed and crawled as if alive. Apollo 
was enraged and, in order to appease his 
wrath, Jupiter smashed the galley of Ulysses 
with a thunder-bolt, drowning all on board ex- 
cept the commander who had not partaken of 
the sacred flesh. 

The first Bovine Standard—Mago, The 
Carthaginian—The first standard of charac- 
teristics for animals of the beef type is that 
of Mago, the Carthaginian, who wrote about 
600 B. C., though his date is very uncertain. 

He was quoted by subsequent Latin writers 

and by Mascall in the “First Booke of Cattell.” Ma- 
go wrote: “The oxen that we should procure should 
be young, square formed, with large limbs, high, 
strong, black horns, the forehead broad and curly, 
ears rough, eyes and lips black, nostrils turned up, 
and wide neck, long and muscular, dewlap large, 
reaching nearly to the knees, chest broad, shoulders 
large, belly roomy, and as it were filling out, flanks 
extended, loins broad, back straight and even, or 
slightly depressed, haunches round, legs compact and 
straight, but rather short than long, knees moderate,

hoofs large, tail very long and hairy, the hair of the 
whole body thick and short, the color red or dark 
brown, and the whole body very soft to the touch or 
handle.” 

Roman Beef—Virgil wrote much on the quality 
of beef and the mating of cattle in his agricultural 
books, especially the Georgics. From him we learn- 
ed how to judge when the ox was ready for slaugh- 
ter. He says, “When a beast is fat he will show 
himself to the eye, by a roll of fat as big as one’s 
fist; which, when he walks, moves easily forward, 
before his shoulders; such a roll of fat may likewise 
be seen in the flank.” This early recognition of the 
significance of flank fat and the “shoulder vein,” as 
a measure of the degree of fattening is of consider- 
able interest. 

The Romans perfected the technique of cattle 
breeding to a high degree, although they looked 
more to the draught and milk qualities of cattle than 
they did to improvement of the flesh. After the fall 
of the Roman empire beef became more of a scarcity 
and the meat of the common people of the middle 
ages was pork, while beef went to the nobility. 

The Origin of Beefsteak—So desirable was beef

A Nation of Beef Eaters—English history 
is full of the English as beef-eaters, and they 
naturally became the elite of their order. They 
were so loyal that they became the protectors 
of royalty, and were transformed into the Yeo- 
man of the guard whose duties were to attend 
the king on all his outgoings and incomings, 

and to wait on him at Court and table. They came 
into great favor with Henry VII, since whose time 
they formed part of the train of royalty. They have 
maintained their ancient costume, Henry VIII hav- 
ing them wear heavy ornate uniforms so that in his 
presence their bulky forms would appear to diminish 
his own obesity. These royal henchmen can be seen 
in all their ancient glory of costume as custodians 
of London Tower, a place of permanent curiosity to 
visitors in London-town. 

The Roast Beef of Old England—Beef-eaters 
were, however, not all gross, 
beefy and fat, as it is to the 
eating of beef that English 
writers attribute the fighting 
qualities of John Bull. Thack- 
eray declared, “This is the meat 
I would eat were I going to do 
battle with a foe.” 

Mr. Buckle, that extraord- 
inary fact-historian, thought 
that he could characterize the 
different races by the kind of 
food upon which they fed. Field- 
ing’s famous saying is that it 
was the eating of roast beef to 
which could be accredited the 
production of that stout warrior 
breed of the seas, each one of 
whom Nelson used to declare 
equal to three Frenchmen. In 
1731, Fielding embalmed the 
following verse in his Grub 
Street Opera: 

When mighty roast beef 

Englishman's food, 

It =a our hearts and enriched 
our 
Our soldiers were 
courtiers good. 
Oh, the Roast Beef of Old England, 
And, oh, the English Roast Beef. 
Monasteries and Raiders— 
With the Reformation great 
disaster happened to the mon- 
asteries, but their traditions re- 
mained— 
The monks of Melrose made good kaile. 
On Friday, when they fasted ; 


Nor wanted they good beef and ale, 
As lang’s their neighbor’s lasted. 


“The mart” was the usual 

killing-beast at Martinmass to 

be salted down for winter use. In 1793 one ox val- 

ued at 40 shillings supplied the flesh market for a 

fortnight, and a carcass was seldom killed unless it 
was all bespoken for beforehand. 

One indirect indication of the monastic influ- 
ence is the origin of fairs, which were originally 
festivals of the church, held on Sunday—which cus- 
tom prevailed almost down to modern times. These 
fairs were instituted in nearly every parish and nam- 
ed in honor of the patron saint of the parish. Later 
they were called Trysts and Markets—or now Marts. 
Another influence was undoubtedly that of the Bor- 
der and Highland raiders, and Wat o’ Harden and 
Rob Roy MacGregor are names that “stand” for this 
sort of romance. Wat considered his raiding a 
knightly pursuit and Rob a chieftain’s; though he 
was in English parlance respectfully designated a 
“gentleman drover.” But the nobility engaged heav- 
ily in the business of border raiding of herds and 
flocks which was highly remunerative. 

Smithfield Market and Club—As early as 1180 
there was a worshipful Guild of London Butchers. 
Whole oxen used to be roasted at feasts or on feast 
days. One famous roasting occurred in London, on 
the Thames, on an occasion when that river was

frozen over. Roasting beeves whole was also the habit of 
baronial and Highland chieftains for special occasions. In 
Henry II’s time Smithfield was described as a place where 
one could see “kine with their udders showing out and fair 
bodied oxen.” 

In the 12th century Smithfield was an open spot which 
served citizens as a playground and a place for a stroll, and 
was outside the city walls. The most celebrated fair in Eng- 
land, Bartholomew’s fair, was held in Smithfield. According 
to an estimate made in 1710, the average weight of the car- 
casses of black cattle was only 370 pounds and that they had 
increased in size one fourth from 1795 to 1832. It was cal- 
culated that the average gross weight of bullock fit for 
slaughter could be put at 800 pounds and that according to 
the recognized rule, there would be left 550 pounds as the 
dead weight of the bullock. But Youatt found (before 1800) 
that the London butchers put the average dead weight to be 
655 pounds. The number of pounds then consumed annually 
in London of cattle was 104,498,992; 248,423,804 being the 
gross number of pounds when sheep, (Continued on page 8

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pigs and calves were added; giving nearly 
a pound and a half of meat per day per in- 
habitant—a very high consumption as com- 
pared with Paris, where each person was 
supposed to consume nearly half a pound 
of meat per day. 

In due course the old free bounds of 
Smithfield were encroached on, so that in 
Youatt’s time there appeared not to be 
room to tie up to the rails much more than 
half of the cattie offered. The new market 
was thrown open on the 13th of September 
1832, and stood on 22 acres of land, abut- 
ting upon the Lower Road, Islington. Ac- 
commodations for layering, and caring for 
the cattle were complete and abattoirs were 
erected adjoining. In 1832 the number of 


cattle sold at Smithfield amounted to 
76,210; in 1840 to 159,907. A market tav- 
ern, with all outside and inside accommoda- 
tion for the frequenters of the market was 
provided, and the public had ample oppor- 
tunity for judging of its utility by personal 
observation. 

The costume of the London butcher con- 
sisted of thick white waterproof leggings 
and billycock, and a stick. He had

Aberdeen-Angus breeders throughout the 
country have learned to look forward to the 
great Southwestern Exposition and Fat 
Stock Shew held at Fort Worth, Texas, the 
first full week of March each year with con- 
siderable expectancy. Being in the very 
heart of Herefordom it is not unreasonable 
to expect that every possible effort will be 
made by the sponsors of that great breed of 
cattle to carry away as many as possible of 
the interbreed championships. For that rea- 
son Aberdeen-Angus breeders are always 
delighted to be honored in any way and in 
any of the competitions. 


When the smoke had cleared out in the 
cariot section it was discovered that Tarkio 
Schmidt of Kansas City, another hot bed 
for Herefords, had annexed the grand 
championship ribbon to his string of cham- 
pionships for interbreed carlots of fat bul- 
locks. The count is now three straight 
years for Mr. Schmidt and his Doddies—a 
record that we are all proud of. They 
weighed 892 pounds and sold at $12.00 per 
ewt. to Armour & Company. The reserve 
grand championship load was a group of 
4-H Club calves from Mason county, Texas, 
they were beautiful Herefords that put up 
a splendid battle, after which they sold at 
$10.50 per cwt. 

Schmidt has taken but three shots at the 
Fort Worth target and got a bull’s eye ev- 
ery time he pulled the trigger. “Beat those 
Blacks”—and_ how ? 

In the single classes the Aberdeen-Angus 
steer Texas Pride went to the championship 
for the breed and did valiant battle with 
Largent’s beautifully made Hereford Super- 
ior Mischief 42d that had won the highest 
honors for that breed so many times this 
past season only to be denied each time the 
grand honors in the finals. This time the 
pale faced laddie did the trick and Billy 
Largent was about the happiest lad in all 
southland. He had to be a fine one to de- 
feat the Texas champion Aberdeen-Angus 
which was one of the best bullocks out for 
the breed this winter. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breeding classes 
while not so large as those brought forward 
by the Hereford breeders, nevertheless at- 
tracted their share of attention and made 
more friends for the breed. They just have 
to like those smooth, high qualitied Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, no matter where they 
are shown. The Journal hopes that the 1933 
Fort Worth show will see many more Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding cattle housed along- 
side our contemporaries. And still another 
ambition is tingling in our veins—besides 


another grand champion carlot we should 
like to have the grand champion in the 
singles as well.
